TUPPBSB'S "OTHHUTaO." 


Decatur's "Warm Greetingr to a 
Rising Decatur Actor-Plaud- 
its and Flowers. 


It was a large,enthusiastio and cultured 


audience, that assembled at the opera 
house Saturday evening to witness the 
presentation of Shakespeare's five act 
tragedy, "Othello, the Moor of Venice," 
by the Stafford—Foster combination. 
Special interest centered in the entertain- 
ment, because of the fact that Mr. Sher- 
idan Tupper, son of Mrs. Col. Nathan 
Tnppar, was to assume the famous role of 
Othello, a part of dignity, tender love, 
violent passion and terrible revenge, de- 
manding a variety of acting which many 
supposed that Mr. Tnpper would fail to 
meet. But he was equal to the grand and 
difficult impersonation, and did remark- 
ably well, when it is considered that lees 
than four years ago he left his Decatur 
home to go upon the stage. He gave evi- 
dence ot bnt little embarrassment as he 
stood facing the people who had known 
him from his boj hood days, and he be- 
came lost in the character he assumed. 
His makeup as the general of the Vene- 
tian army was appropriate and his bear- 
ing was that of a haughty, proud man— 
proud of bis country and proud of his un- 
tarnished name. When the villainous, 
lying 7«30 (Mr. Stafford) poisoned his 
mind against Desdemona, (Evalyn Fos- 
ter) his wife.and followed up the cowardly 
insinuations with a series of devilish cal- 
umnies aga'nsi the fair Desdemona, Mr. 
Tupper's fine acting showed strongly 
how the seeds of jealously on slight cause 
may grow and grow in importance untilit 
fairly consumes the heart and mind of 
the subject. In tho pretty scene before 
the dulses Mr. Tupper surprised and 
plonfle.d the audience in telling the story 
of his wooing. His elocution was perfect; 
but in the third act when he had the 
stormy interviews with logo, he achieved 
his greatest victory, nnd displayed dra- 
matic talent that was grand and sublime. 
Then it was that lago convinced Othello 
that his wife waa unfaithful to him, and 
in the agony of his mind the Moor gave 
way to his pent np passion and fairly star- 
tled the audience with the vehemence 
of bis passionate words, while he blew 
away his love for Desdemona and on his 
knees vowed destruction to her and gave 
out a hint of his own violent death. The 
sceue was a powerful one and was the 
tiiumph of the evening. Both Mr. Tnp- 
per and Mr. Stafford were twice called 
before the curtain amidst a storm of ap- 
plause. The plaudits were reuewed.when 
Mr. Tupper on his second appearance 
was presented with a large basket of fresh 
flowers, whose sweot perfume prevaded 
the hull ns they were carried forward and 
presented by tho usher. They came from 
members of Mr. Tupper's class of which 
ho was a member when he attended the 
high school. The closing scenes of the 
tragedy were faultlessly rendered, the 
killing of Dexdemona by Othello, calling 
for further displays of Mr. lupper's abil- 
ity as a talented tragedian. With his 
own'ha&d he murdered his wife and when 
ho learred that /ngrohad plotted the mis- 
chief hi? pas-ion was almost uncontroll- 
able, aud though he stabbed logo to the 
death, the Jl/oO7- by an effort calmly 
bowed to the inevitable and put an end 
to his own life. 


That Mr. Tnpper possesses dramatic 


power, to a large degree nnd is a talented 
actor, he gava abundant proof by his ex- 
cellent performance, and his friends left 
the hall praising him on every side. All 
expressed themselves as agreeably sur- 
prised. Sherry may btcome one of the 
lending tragedians of the stage in time; 
even to-dn-y he stands shoulder to shoulder 
with many of the best actors who have 
vit-itod Dooatur. He is ambitious, stu- 
dious nnd industrious, and he will make 


nnme famous on the boards. Success

OL' conquer anr old one 
with his sword. A great many oll'ercd 
their services'to foreign powers. One 
of these soldiers of fortune, Sir Robert 
Shirley, was employed by the Grand 
Seigneur aud King of Persia and sent 
on various missions, the most important 
being a commercial embassy to Kng- 
Jand. By this time King James was on 
the throne,and anxious to encourage the 
trado with Turkey aud tho Kast, which 
Elizabeth's advisers had begun in a 
small way about twenty-live years be- 
fore. This shrewd Sir Robert sent over 
a Turkish chians, or envoy, in advance 
of his own coming, to get the good 
will of the London merchants in the 
Turkish and Persian trade. The chiaus 
exerted himself so successfully that he 
pocketed some four thousand pounds 
of their money (a large sum for that 
time), and ran away with it, leaving 
his master to stand the loss and_ laugh 
against him as best he could; for tho 
tavern wits were as much delighted to 
get hold of a bit of new slang, 
and they adopted "chiaused'' (now 
"choused" in the sense of "defrauded." 
Johnson and[Shirltsy mention "chouse" 
as slung, and in Litndor, two hundred 
vears later, it is put down as good 
Knglish.—tit. l.ouis Globe-Democrat.
